A large number of “gentlemen 
met last week in the “Johnson 
annex” to the Arliugton Hotel, 
for the purpose of organizing a per- 
manent Republican club at the 
National capital. The session was 
attended by many representative 
citizens, the greatest enthusiasm 
prevailed, and the success of the 
Republican party, its principles 
and candidates, was the wish of all. 
The meeting was simply for form- 
ing a temporary organization, and 
with this in view, Mr. W. W. Dan- 
enhower was elected president, Mr. 
Patrick O’Farrell secretary, and 
Mr. J. H. Howell treasurer. 

Mr. William A. Cook’s motion to 
appoint a committee to draft a con- 
stitution and by laws was adopted. 

The chair appointed Messrs Wil- 
liam A. Cook, Dr. E. A. Adams, 
ex-Senator Fowler, D. A. Windsor, 
Thomas A. Gardiner, Simon Wolf, 
Dr. Purvis, Smith Wormley and 
Fred.

ed amid much applause. The dis- 
cussion that was brought forth by 
tne resolution made known the fact 
that plenty of money was at com 
mand, and that the ulterior ebject 
was to establish a clab house, and 
to effect an organization that would 
be equal if not supesior to the Un- 
ion League clubs of New York city 
apd Philadelphia. 

Mr. E. W. Fox suggested that 
the headquarters for the club be 
obtained at once, and that a name 
be given the organization which

The motion to adopt a name was 
postponed until the next meeting. 

The abscence of representative 
colored men from the meeting was 
alluded to, and it was stated that 
invitations had been sent to sever- 
al, but they failed to respond. 

A vote of thanks was extended 
to Mr. Roessle, the proprietor of 
the Arlingtou, for the courtesies 
he had bestowed upon the gentle- 
men ¢alling the meeting. During 
the evening the following dispatch 
was received by Mr. E. W. Fox, 
dated Philadelphia: ‘I . indorse 


} and will co-operate in the move- 


ment for the organization of a Re- 
publican club. I regret that I can- 
not be present at the meeting to- 
night.”. Signed Greene B. Baum. 

Kind words were.also received 
from many leading Republican sen- 
ators and members of the House of 
Representatives indorsing the 
movement and offering such aid 
as will be found necessary. The 
meeting proved to very successfal, 
and the happy speech of Mr. Simon 
Wolfe, indorsing the formation of 
the club and its objects, met with 
an outburse of approval. The 
strong logic used and the language 
in which it was expressed awaken- 
ed old Republican enthusiasm and 
gave great impetus to the purpos- 
es in view. The men participating 
and the zsal manifested are good 
indieations that a powerful and in-
